PURPOSETo obtain a repellent against fiber insect pests which may be used in a smaller amount than 
that for larvae of the fiber insect pests due to only its amount sufficient to repel the insect pests without 
requiring the use until pharmacological effects on the insect pests are manifested as in a conventional 
insect repellent. CONSTITUTIONALS repellent against fiber insect pests contains a terpenic compound 
such as linalool, geraniol, borneol, nerolidol, neroi, aipha-terpineol, perillaldehyde, citral,. camphor, 
alphanonone, 1 ,8-cineole, linaiool oxide or citral diethyl acetal as an active ingredient. Furthermore, the 
characteristic of this method for repelling fiber insect pests comprises applying the repellent agpaint the 
fiber insect pests to textile products.
